{ſhewed that in a caſe of neceſſity bis Diſciples Y 
"= plucke and rubba fewe eares of corne,to 

fatilfie preſent hunger; & Chrift did beare them 
out in it, allowing a diſpenſation in ſuch a vale; 
for, as he yyas Lord of all the commandements, 
as touching his Godhead ; ſo of the Sabbath day 
alſo, and therfore he might diſpenſe vvith thar 
law,and that day; or rather, he might therfore be 
betruſted ro haue giuen the true ſenſe and exp0-

who changed the day of the Patſcouer, 2.Chron, 
30.3. not vpon theſe very particular grounds, 
which God ſpecified in Numb.g. ro. for God 
ſpecified onely thele two defilment by a dead 
corps : and being ina farre tourney : but Heze- 
Kiah by like realon gatheted, that they might al. 
ter the day vpon otber grounds allo, if as weigh- 
tie as thole firſt, and namely ypon theſe, 1. Be- 
caule the Prieſts vvere not lanctified: 2.becauſe 
the people were not afſembled:{o thes two differ 
both in the perſons, and alſo in the things, as may 
be {een by coparing thos two textes together. Se- 
condly,l aniwere to the former,and I juſtifie my 
arguing from the Pafſeouer to the Sabbath, from 
the praiſe of our Sauiour , who argued from 
Dauids cating the Shewbread , tothe Sabbath, 
Math, 1, 12. 2. 3. which were things farre more 
difterent, then the Pafſecuer day, & the Sabbath 
gay,for both. thele are of day and tyme, but thos 
were ot bread and tyme: Further, by this p_

of Chrift, I inde ir lavyfull for vs to reaſon from 
a ceremontall, as the ſhewe breade was, or 
like reaſon , from a ceremoniall as the P 
was to a morall, as the Sabbath was : concluding 
thar the ſame exceptions , and diſpenlations be- 
longe to the morall Sabbath, which God granted 
ro the ceremoniall Law of Shewbread , or to the 
Law of Paſſeouer, it there be neceffiry in the 
one as Vyas in the other. ; 
For a concluftion let me one 
wher at I perceine ſome will if ye win 
out, ſaying, {1nce that we haue not now the 
day vvhich God fanctified , butan other day 


in 
its roome , vve are not tied fo ſtrictly to keepe 
this day, in the duties of Reſte and Holineſſe,as 
we {hold be if we had the righte day , and ther- 


fore vye may take liberty &c. where vnto I 
anſyyere,hoyy euer the right day is to be deſired 
principally , and before any other, and all good 
meanes to be vſed for obtayning it ,'yer yntill 


-tyme of reformation, I hould this day ought as 


ſtrictly ro be Sanftified, as that other : ſuppoſe a 
debtor bound iv a bond to pay 159i. on the fea- 
uenth day of March, and his creditor ſeing him 
in a ftreight, and neceſhty is ypon him , ſo as he 
he cannot bring the mony iuſt.ypon the day, in 
mercy the creditor permitteth him , to make 
payment on the next day after, on the 8 ®,day 
of March; {hall noyy this vnthankfull debtor,

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thus revyard his mercifull creditor, ſaying, ſince 
I carry not my 10", ypon the right day of 'my 
bond, being diſpenſed vvith all for the ryme;why 
therfore I nede not be ſtri& neighther in the 
ſome, nor yet in the curnucigs of the mo- 
ny , I may take liberty and carry but 9.

the Lord had permitted,that in a cale of neceſſi-
